A WONDERFUL ELECTRICAL AGE JUST DAWNING. 


We are only just entering into the real “electrical age,” ac­ 
cording to General Guy E. Tripp, chairman of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company. General Tripp was quoted 
recently as follows: 
“Electricity has contributed a great deal to the progress of 
America and the welfare of the American people during the past 
thirty years, but it will accomplish vastly more within the next 
thirty years. 
“The creation of super-power electrical systems will be the 
next step in the progress of American civilization. We have pass­ 
ed through such stages as the pioneer, the handcraft, the steam 
power, and the loealized-electric-power eras, and we 
are 
now 
ready to enter into the period of a general, national electrification. 
Electricity for every purpose will be served and since the power 
lines will necessarily cross the country in every direction, they 
will reach the farmer as well as the city dweller. 
“The plants will be connected together so as to form a few' 
great systems, known as super-power systems, each of which will 
cover a* large area, such as the Atlantic coast states, the South, 
the Middle West and the Pacific Coast. Big steps in this direction • 
have already been taken in Illinois. The network of connecting 
plants will form what will be practically vast power reservoirs, 
into which the cheapest form of electric energy will flow, and 
from which energy for almost every purpose will be drawn. In 
districts where water power plants have not sufficient capacity to 
meet the demand for power, they will be supplemented by large 
steam plants, located where fuel can be easily obtained, as at coal 
mines or at lake or sea ports. 
“With this great supply of power available, it will be possible 
to operate many of our more important railroads 
electrically, 
thereby greatly increasing the efficiency of our transportation 
system. Our manufacturing plants will all be operated by electric 
powder; the metallurgical and chemical industries will be revolu­ 
tionized by the general use of the electric furnace and other 
electrical processes; and the electric automobile may eventually 
displace the present motor car, if the cost of fuel keeps on in­ 
creasing. 
, 
‘In the home, electricity will not only be universally used for 
sweeping, sewing, washing and other tasks, but also for cooking 
and house-heating. This last will be greatly appreciated by every­ 
one who has struggled with a coal furnace. By the use of thermo­ 
meter switches, the current will be automatically turned on when 
the weather becomes cool; the temperature of the house will be 
kept uniform regardless of the degree of cold outside; and the 
current will be turned off when the weather becomes wrarm. In 
addition, we shall also probably cool our houses in summer by 
using a refrigerating system. This will also be automatically con­ 
trolled so that we shall be able to keep our homes at a comfortable 
temperature at all times without thought or effort on our part. 
“But perhaps the one who will benefit chiefly from this new 
order of affairs will be the farmer. 
By reason of his distance ! 
from the centers where electric power plants are now generally

IT TAKES NERVE FOR A GOVERNMENT OFFICIAL TO

If every executive showed the courage of War Secretary 
Weeks in pruning the payroll of his department and in effecting 
economies otherwise, the national finances would be sooner set 
in order. Fewrer employes mean a reduction of office rental; and 
while the salaries lopped off come to about $25,000,000, the con­ 
sequent decrease of rent—a great deal of it paid for from Wash­ 
ington—is about $400,000,000—surely a sum that was w’ell worth 
saving in these days, w’hen a billion dollars again begins to seem 
like a good deal of money. In addition, careful investigation has 
effected a saving of nearly $60,OQO,000 in w?ar claims. The latter 
statement does not mean that the soldiers have suffered from 
a refusal to honor their just claims. 
It does mean that those 
still unpaid who have sold supplies to the Government and charged 
too much for them have been brought to book. It is too bad that 
the shears and the pruning-hook of the Secretary could not have 
been brought into action sooner in many connections. 
It takes what is commonly called nerve for an official at 
ashington to make the attempt to curb extravagance. In dis­ 
charging 21,174 civilian employes the Secretary has, of course, 
incurred congressional 
odium, 
venon and vitriol. 
Politicians 
with fences to mend, axes to grind, machines to keep oiled and 
running or a nice little orchard of plum trees in bloom or in 
bearing to foster are naturally going to dislike anybody w’ho 
hardened his heart and wrecks their plans. The Secretary has 
had the fortitude to think of country first and Congress last. He 
has not been playing politics. He has taken no pleasure in mak­ 
ing wholesale discharges—this action is not one of the vindictive 
reprisals of partisan politics,
